sense tactic in linking two. Would you authorize adding 
corrective sentence at end of second paragraph as follews:

Knowing the depth of your preoccupations it is with hesita- 
tion I ask your consideration for a problem we face on our 


own borders.

And begin next sentence “in Cuba" rather than "as to Cub",
